A ‘Big” Little Vegetable Garden 


By D IA N HALLIDAY 
D istributed by C e n ta l Pres* Association 
THE FIRST STEP in starting 
a vegetable 
garden — large or 
small — is to ba/e a plan, arrang­ 
ing the vegetables so that no 
•pace will be wasted and that all 
of the ground will be utilized all 
of the growing season. 
A small home garden properly 
planted and properly cared for la, 
in Its own way, just as practical 
aa a large one and will produce 
fewer backaches. 
A plan for a “big" little vege­ 
table garden ta shown in the ac­ 
companying Gardcn-Uraph. On a 
“planned” 
basta, 
16 
vegetables 
can be grown In a 10x15 garden 
plot Use the plan illustrated as 
a working chart. 
in 
locating 
such 
a 
garden 
choose a spot receiving sunlight 
at least three-quarters of the day. 
Keep It away from targe tree 
roots, which a b s o r b l a r g e 
amounts of food and moisture 
from the soli 
Vegetable seeds 
should be planted in rows run­ 
ning north and south to give the 
plants all the sunlight possible. 


The plants suggested on the 
broken lines of the chart, lettuce. 
onions, kohlrabi and peas will be 
harvested by Urn time all the 
space is required for tomatoes 
Swiss chard is suggested in place 
of spinach since it can be cropped 
all season. 
When cutting Sutas 
chard 
remove only 
the 
outer 
leaves for by this method the 
young center will continue to 
grow and develop. 
Radishes can be sown thinly 
with the carreta They come up 
quickly and when they are pulled 
for eating it will b reak the sur­ 
face of the soil for the slow grow­ 
ing carrot seedlings Try the new 
radish 
f r o m 
Holland, Cnerry 
Belle. It produces small cherry­ 
like globes, crisp and delicious. 
Turnips and Chinese babbage, 
both late crops, can follow early 
carrots and beets. 
This should 
keep the area producing all sea­ 
son. 
Remember, to jprow more on 
less space, start with a “paper 
plan.*

IN A SMALL laboratory in Los Aug el es, 
experimenters are working on the applica­ 
tion of the principles of high-freq u e n c y 
sound vibrations to such widely differ i n g 
pet lot mant es as washing clothes and hard­ 
ening steel. 
It has been known for some time t h a t 
dogs can hear sound vibrations as high as 
35.000 a second, while the h u m a n ear is 
sensitive only to those below 20.000 a sec­ 
ond, I he California experiments tov o I v e 
frequencies of more than three and a half 
million per second. The laboratory workers 
predict the achievement of rn u c h higher 
rates. 
The application of ultrasonics c a n be 
used instead of electrolysis in purify i n g 
copper and zinc, and in tempering s t e e l , 
according to these invest! g a t o r s . They 
claim that the present method of washing 
clothes may be shortened to an instantan­ 
eous process by using sound vibrations to 
force water and detergent through the fab­ 
rics. Another application might be the kill­ 
ing of bacteria in food, say the workers in 
the sound laboratory. 
Brains are continually replacing brawn 
in projects for performing w o r k a d a y 
chores. Like some of the proposed applica­ 
tions of atomic power, those of ultrasonics 
seem to require a super-race with special I 
mental endowments to understand and use 
them. But if we can put ourselves on the 
necessary higher mental level, we m a y 
find ourselves accomplishing things more 
wot th whi• e than the obliteration of civili­ 
zation. 


UMPIRES IN DANGER 
TECHNOLOGICAL unemployment may 
be stalking baseball umpires. A Washing­ 
ton inventor* Allen K. Nelson, has lust re­ 
ceived a pat et it on a foul-br* 11 indicator. 
This consists of a post set on tho f o u l 
line, w it Is crossarms from which hang free- 
swinging rods, half in fair territor v, half in 
foul. If a batted ball hits a “fair” rod, 
a 
green lamp lights up; it it hits a foul, the 
lamp shows red, 
With a few' more inventions of this sort, 
there would be no need for umpires. And 
instead of the familiar cry, “Kill the um ­ 
pire! . the bleachers would r i n g w i t h 
shouts of “Smash that nu.chine-' ” , 


To those whom the enthusiasm of phila- 
tely has passed by. it is one of the strange ! 
eccentricities of our time that such great 
value can be set on a mere posts; e stamp. 
the glue on which probably tastes just ai 
bad as on any ether. 


To m r. the most impressive fact about

* and tile Los Angeles region generally, is its 
Quiet, sp ick -an d -sp a n atmosphere. The 
shops are good; the homes are fair to m id­ 
dling. The corner m ade notorious by col­ 
umnist and commentator. Hollywood and 


\ inc. is just nothing. 


I suppose one finds what one looks for, 
and I do not habitually look for vice, inde­ 
cency and outrageous disregard of morals. 
But I have been around and I should say, 
ch hand, thai it is no worse and I suppose 
no better than anywhere else. Most of the 
movie folks are hard-working, consider­ 
ably worried people who are just as fright­ 
ened by the income tax as you and I. The 
pres s-a gen ted glamour, the distressing be­ 
trayal of privacy, the noise and tumult of 
divorce and queerness are no more usual 
here than on Park Avenue or in the Bronx 
or on the shorts of Lake Michigan. 
More and more it has puzzled me why 
the movie managers and the press agents 
feel that they need to lie about themselves 
and their workers to sell their pictures. A I 
very large part of the so-called Hollywood I 
gossip is synthetic with the object of ad- 
v ertising personalities not for their virtues 
but for vices and peculiarities which most 
only permit themselves to the extent that 
you and I do. 
It would be fascinating to have s o m e * 
foundation or the Census Bureau make a 
study of divorce, teen-age infidelities and I 
ack of chastity, and psychoneurosis in this 
atmosphere of the film to discover whether 
these conditions run normal to the country I 
or are more general. My guess W'ould be 
that they are only average. I met as many 
husbands and wives who are married to 
each other 20 years or more, with no inter­ 
vening scandals, as I generally meet on a 
lecture tour to the middle west. The dirt I 
out here is mostly manufactured bv press 
agents, who themselves live as other press 
agents do. 
Somebody repeated the old adage that 
what the motion picture industry n e e d s 
most is five or six funerals. That is un­ 
doubtedly harsh and unkindly but not alto­ 
gether incorrect. Too many old ideas pre­ 
vail here and that is one reason why this 
industry is in the doldrums. One old-fash- 
I inned idea is that it is necessary to give an 
actress a bad name if she is to be accept­ 
able at the box-office. 
I he truth is that Am erica's sweethearts 
have bren actresses who have had the love 
and affection of American children as well 
as women—Mary Pickford, Shirley Tem- 
pl#, Irene Dunne, and so on. 
The research departments of this indus­ 
try can show that clean, decent, good-storv 
pictures, from “Ben H ur” to “J o a n of 
Arc,’ have made more money than any of 
tile sexy stuff or documentaries w ith social 
significance that w'ere ever delivered. Yet 
when times are a little bad and the sled­ 
ding a bit tough, the only ideas that come 
up from the so-called practical men a r e 
more sex. with an emphasis on b r o k e n 
homes, unfaithful spouses ana a somewhat 
cleaned up strip-tease.

H ard C ondition to O vercom e 


Br HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M D 


THERE is an infection of tbs 
beard called barber’s itch and known 
by the doctor ae sycosis barbae. This 
disorder, due to germs, usually be­ 
gins in young manhood with the 
development of little swellings on 
the bearded area of the skin. Pus is 
found in these swellings. The condi­ 
tion, if neglected, gradually spreads 
to other parts of ne face covered by 
the beard and, after a period of 
years, the skin becomes shrunken 
and has a faint yellowish color. The 
pustules continue to develop. 
Persons with this disorder often 
have fine white scales covering the 
•calp and loss of hair in tho eye­ 
brows. 
Germs Cauking Infection 
Just why those who have sycosjs 
barbae cannot fight off the germs 
causing the infection is not known. 
It is a difficult disorder to curt, but 
many have been relieved. 
Mercury-containing preparations 
have been employed with benefit. 
However, it would appear that th# 
greatest hope in treatment is the 
early use of the X-ray to get nd of 
the hairs. This treatment must be 
carried out by one woo is ex peri- 


I •ne* 1» since too much X-ray may 
produce severe dam age to the skin. 
Sulfonamide ointm ents have been 
tried but evidently ars not of much 
benefit. Some patients have been 
cured by the use of penicillin. Thii 
n ay ho useful in keeping the condi­ 
tion from recurring.
